11m Im¬ 
provisations—half the time he plays 
without mueic before him, are mast¬ 
erful examples of creative musical 
art. inspirational and noteworthy, 
beautifully expresalve and carved to 
the spirit, surroundings and char¬ 
acter of the picture. 

Mr. Burraston started life In 
Lloyd's Bank. Kngland, but alwmyi 
having a fondness for music, soon 
obtained many church organ posi¬ 
tions in his native land.
